nofew Yeurs ago, got a gquarter section

successful as they were, but 1 want
o try.”

He wanted to talk, and the mannger
was a good listener.

For New Salem was Albraham
Lincoln's town during the six
yenrs which muarked the first stage
of his development from “a qualnt
knlght-errant of the ploneers” to
"n masterplece of God,"

He arrived at New Salem In 1831 “a stranger,
friendless, unedueated, penniless boy, working on
a finthoat for $10 a4 month,” as he himself put It
In 1857 he left New Salein to take up his law prae
tice in Springfield,

In those momentous six years he had trans-
formed himegelf from an igoorant and uncouth
youth of twenty-two to a man of acknowledged
promise und ability, with more than a loeal popu-
larity and an ambitlon thut spurred him to travel
far.

Those slx years were crowded years, It wns at
New Salem that Lincoln enrned his nickname of
“Honest  Abe"—and incidentally  fastened upon
himself a burden of debt which he was never able
fully to wipe out until his fortieth year, after his
election to congress in 1549,

It was at New Salem that he was clerk and
storekeeper; that he studied grammar and Black-
stone; that he was a eaptain in the Blaek Hawk
war, that he was deputy surveyor, that he was
postmaster, that he was defeated and then elected
for the legislature, And it was at New Snlem that
he loved and wooed and lost Ann Rutledge, over
whose death he nearly lost his reason from grief.

New Salem was founded In 1828, Soon after
Lincoln went to Springfield the little town began
to decline. Its people left for more accessibla
places. By 18456 New Salem had been abandoned.

Today, under the auspices of the Old Salem Lin-
coln League, an organizatlon forwped In 1017,
“Honest Abe's” town Is being restored In fae-
gimlle. It will be In every possible detall ke the
New Balem which he knew, Old maps, old prints,
old deeds—every record obtainauble—have lLeen
congulted to make the new villuge an exact repro-
duction of the old., The only new bullding Is the
Lincoln muscum, Willlam Randolph Hearst gave
the property. The cost of rebullding I8 belng moet
The work will be done
some time this summer, It |y expected.

Old Salem State Park.

Old Salem State park will be New Salem’s new
nanie. 118 purpose is to preserve for posterity the
environment and atmosphere that helped make
Lincoln, the man,

As to the photographs here reproduced: The
portralt of “Honest Abe™” is one of the earllest
photogrnphs he had taken und glves the best 1den
of hig appenrance as o young man, The numbered
plan is from the architecet's working model.

New Salem, tirst called Cameron’s Mil,
the Sungamon river (then spelled Sangamo and
pronounced Sangamaw), 20 miles northwest of
Spricgfield.  In those days New Salem was Io
Sangamon county, with Springlfield as the eounty
sent,  Springfield Hsellf was =till & mere villnge,
having n population of 1000, or perhops 1,140,
The capital of the state wax yet at Yandulla, and
walting for the purlinmentary tact of Abraham
Lincoln apd the “long nine™ to take it to Spring-
fleld,

The historian of the restorntion project says
that the first settlers of New Salem were John M,
Cameron and his unele, James Itutledge, whoe en-
tered their claims on July 20, 1828, Here they
erected their grist and saw mills, both houszed
in one gtructure bullt out into the Sungumon river,
that fringed the town site, New Sulem grew up
around this wmill,

feltlments existed already at Clary's Grove, at
n place now called Athiens, at Sugar Grove and at
Indian PPoint, all within ten or twelve miles of
Noew Sulem. With a mill to attract these settlers,

John MeNelll's right name was John MeNamer,
e quickly made a “fortune” of about $12,000 and
wooed and won Ann Rutledge, Then he left to
bring hig mother and sisters from New York, A
long delay broke off the engagement and Lincoln
then won Ann,  MeNumer returned to fiud Ann
dead of fever,

Town Gets a Postolfice.

“On Christmas day in 1820." the historian goes

on to say, “a post oflice was established in New
Salem and Samuel Hill was made postimaster,
Goorge Warburton then bullt n store building unil
put o a stock of goods, hiut soon sold out to the
Chrisman Brothers, one of whom, Isanc I', be-
came postmaster on November 24, 1831, Willinm
Clary, the brother of John, who gave his name to
the grove where he settled in 1819, erected uml
beeame proprietor of Clary’s grocery, Then came
Doctor Allen, who erected n dwelling neross the
street gouth from the Hill & MeNelll store.

“In oddition to his professionul dutles Doctor
Allen conducted a Sunday school, He was an
ardent temperance man and formed the first tem-
perance goclety in the community, The place of
mweeting was In his residence or In the log school-
house erected shortly before this time on the lill-
side south of New Salem. Doctor Allen was hoth-
ered as to whether It was right or wrong to en-
gnge in the practice of his profession on Sundays
and compromised the matter by relieving the slck
but giving his earnings on thut day wholly to the
work of the Lord,

“Then, during the summer of 1820, Henry On-
stott moved from Sugar Grove, erected o dwelling
nnd estublished n cooper's shop, supplying the
kogs and barrels for the flone and meal made at
the mill, and the contalners for the curegd pork
shipped hy flatboat te the markets of the South,
geperally from Beardstown, to which place 1t was
bauled In wagons,

Denton Offut Arrives.

“During the sununer of 1531, Denton Offut, on
his return trom a Uathoat excursion 1o New Or-
leans, contructed for lot 14 north of Mualn street
nnd erected a store building, the deed thereto be-
Ing dated Septemboer 2 of that year. Then came
n rush of other settlers—Phllemon Morrls, a tan-
ner, erected a dwelling and established a tan
vard; Joshua Miller, & blacksmith and wagon
mwaker, bullt a residence and established a shop;
Alexunder Furgeson and Peter Luking, the shoe-
makers; Robert Johnson, the wheelwright, who
made looms, spinning wheels and furniture: Muar-
tin Waddell, the hatter, who mwade hats out of
rabhit fur, wool and the fur of other animals: the
Bale family, headed by Jacob Bale, who bought
and operated HI's carding maochine and store-
house for wool; the Herndon Erothers, shopkeep-
ers, who establlshed a store west of the Jamoes
Rutledge residence and Inn, and In a part of the
house of Joshua Miller, which was double, lived
lils brother-lnlaw, Jock Kelso, whose wife kept
boarders occaslonally and who himself woas the
champlon hunter and Asherman of the villuge,
Henry Sinco cume {n the fall of 1831 and sold out
nt the end of a year to Doctor Regnler. Also
ecime Doctor Duncan, David Wherry, Isane Dur-
ner, Edmond Greer, Isaac Gollumer, Hobert and
Willtam McNeely, Caleb Carmen moved there
from Rock Center after Treot left and made
shoes, . , .,

“Thus the town soon became self-supporting,
and had It not been for the fact that It was almost
lnaccessible except from the west, there Is no rea-

son why It should not have grown and become the

metropolls of the county,”

Lineoin first saw New Salem In April, 1831,
when he and his fathont erew had thelr famous
adventure on the milldam,  He was on his way
from Benrd<town to New Orleans, where he saw
the sclling of slaves und sald, “If ever 1 get a
chance to hle that thing, I hit 1t hprd.”

July 1, 1831, Lineoln walked Into New Salem to
gerve ns elerk in the OfMat store, when 1t shonld
be rendy, The town election ot that thoe was held
during the first week In August, and Lincoln, he-
Ing nhont the polling place, was asked by Mentor
Gralwm, the man who later became his friend
and tencher, If he could write, Lincoln replicd, “1
can make a few rabblt tracks,” wherenapon hie wns
Invitedd In to assist in keeping tally, the regular
clerk having falled to appear. It §s sald that dur-
ing the Inll In voting Lincoln hopproved the op-
portuntty 1o tell stories. 8o here was Lincoln's
introtnetlon to polities.  But
story-teiler aven then.

Lincoln'a First Campalign,

After “Honest Abe”™ hwd been i New
a yenr or 80 he ran for the stote loglslature.  He
hod already learned to write, as 18 Bhown by his
pnnouncement of hls candidacy, “lllu. h concludes
thus:

“Every man s sald to have his pecullar amhl.
tlon, Whether it be true or not, I ecan say, for
one, that 1 have no other s0 great asghint of being
truly esteemed of my fellowmen by fendering my-
gelf worthy of thelr esteem.  How f I shall sue-
ceed In gratifying this ambition s 'g('t to hie de-
veloped, 1T am young and wnknown to many of
vou., 1 was born and have ever remained In the
wost humhle walks of e, I hove no wenlth or
popular relntions or friends to refompend me,
My case Is thrown exclusively upon the Jpdepend-
ent voters of the county ; and If eleeted, they will
have conferred a fuvor upon me for which 1 shall
be unremitting In my labors to compensgte, Hut
if the good people in thelr wisdom shall gee fit to
keep mie In the background, T have bheen too fa-
millar with disappointments to be very much
chagrined.”

Well, Lirecoln was beaten by Peter Cartwright,
the Itinerapt preacher whom he défeated In 1840
for congress, But New Balem went rar “Honest
Ahe'" with 277 votes out of the 200 gast. And two
years Inter he was trlumphantly elegted, |

Nobody ever saw any differencé between the
Abranham Lincoln of New Salem and the Abraham
Lincoln of the White House, e never changed,
Moreover, there was something In his lowly origin
and In the story of his life that brought him
cloge to the people as one of themy And In the
development of the man there Is no more fascloat
lng chapter thun New Salem, 183137
